In Zurich, Switzerland; for example, each subscriber uses his telephone on an 
average of 5*5 times dally, while In Prague the average is 14 times a day. 

During Correct Telephoning Week, now being observed, it should ba r e membered 
that each word spoken over the telephone costs money. From 0900 to 1200 mad 
1400 to 1600 the use of the telephone should be reserved for business purposes*

Ifraj, instead of xov provinces, thus saving 12 carloads of paper. The Premie 
directory will have 700 pages, and 110,000 copies will be issued. 

Postal workers have begun collecting waste paper all over Czechoalovafclft. 
Tens of thousands of postmen are collecting the 30 carloads necessary to print 
tide new directories . 

By collecting 600 tons of nonferroue metals last fall, valued at 3 , 300,000 
crowns, the postal workers aided the further growth of the telephone system 
throughout Czechoslovakia. 
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
